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This is a decision on the renewed petition filed on August 26, 2004 under 37 C.F.R. §1.181, requesting 
that the holding of abandonment in the above-identified application be withdrawn. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to reply in a timely manner to the Notice 
to File Corrected Application Papers (notice), mailed March 28, 2002, which indicated that substitute 
drawings were required and set a shortened statutory period for reply of two (2) months. No response 
was received, and no extensions of time under the provisions of 37 C.F.R. §1.1 36(a) were requested. 
Accordingly, the above-identified application became abandoned on May 29, 2002. A Notice of 
Abandonment was mailed January 26, 2004. 

The original petition was received on March 24, 2004, and was dismissed via the mailing of a decision on 
July 21, 2004, for failure to sign the petition as required by MPEP §502.02. 

Considering the facts and circumstances of the delay at issue, as set forth on petition, it is concluded that 
Petitioner has met his burden of establishing that the holding of abandonment should be withdrawn. 

Accordingly, the petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1 . 1 8 1 (a) is GRANTED . The holding of abandonment is 
WITHDRAWN.
